Bill of Rights’ Birthday Remembered 


Except by Murphy Who Should Enforce It

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14-—It was 
just another day at the Department 
of Justice. Nobody paid much at- 
tention to the fact that today was 
an anniversary—the 148th anni- 
versary of the Bill of Rights, to be 
exact. 


And nobody seemed to recall that 
the Department of Justice is the 
government agency which is sup. 
posed to guarantee the civil liber- 
ties. guaranteed under the Bill of 
Rights. 

The only announcement of any 
importance that came out of the 
impressive Department building on 
Pennsylvania Ave. during the day 
fas that Attorney General Frank 
Murphy would have a press cgnfer- 
ence tomorrow afternoon. 

Werd was quietly being passed 
around Washington that at this 
conference Murphy would announce 
some far-reaching steps in the De- 
partment's drive against so-called 
“foreign agents“ —leaders of the 
Communist Party who don't think 
it’s such a good idea for the United 
States to get into the imperialist 
war. 


Thomas Jefferson, who fought 


| the good fight which finally se- 


cured ratification of the Bill of 
Rights, would have had a sardonic 
chuckle for that particular gag. He 
knew all about the Department's 
current method of suppressing the 
Communist Party. 


“FRENCH AGENT” 


For in his day Jefferson oppo- 
nents called him a “French Agent,” 
and hounded and imprisoned lis 
followers under the notorious alien 
and sedition laws. 


In J. Edgar Hoover's Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation, nobody gave 
much thought to the anniversary of 
the Bill of Rights today. The G- 
men were too busy making plans 
for the Department’ sround up of 
Communist leaders who have got- 
ten troublesome with their queer 
ideas about opposing this war in 
Europe. 


There was considerably less ac- 
tivity in the tiny civil liberties unit 
of the Department which has a to- 
tal staff of 10 persons including 
stenographers, and has been en- 
couraged to languish quietly ever 
since the initial fanfare accompa- 
nying its inception. But nobody 
there seemed to be think'ng too 
much about ihe Bil of Rights 


Henry Schweinhaut, head of the 
unit, told this reporter that he 
knew of no special activity to com- 
memorate the anniversary of the 
Bill of Rights 


“We're just sort of going along 
on our regular work,’ Schweinhaut 
Said. 

But the reguiar work of the unit 
didn't seem to include very much 


of anything. It didn’t include the 
recent meetings at Aberdeen. De- 
troit and San Antonio which were 
attacked by vigilante gangs. 

The whole Department was very 
active indeed prosecuting Commu- 
nists who have been charged with 
alleged technical violaticns of the 
law. But the Civil Liberties unit 
didn't seem to be particularly ac- 
tive about protecting Communists 
against obvicus and serious in- 
fringements of their rights under 
the law by lawless mobs.

Hearing Told of

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (UP). — 
Leo Goodman, research director of 
the United Shoe Workers Union, 
CIO, told a wage-hour administra- 
tio hearing today that shoe manu- 
facturers could absorb additional 
labor costs of a ed 35- 
cent minimum wage from the “tre- 
mendous profits the industry now 
enjoys.” 

Goodman, testifying on the recom- 
mended minimum wage, read from 
a Securities and Exchange report a 
list of earnings of shoe concerns. 

The Endicott-Johnson Co., Endi- 
cott, N. Y. Goodman said, had a 


$12,348,000; in 1936 net $2,416,000, 
gross $12,538,000 and in 1937 net 
$1,670,000, gross $12,795,000. 
Goodman read another SEC re- 
port stating that much of the gross 
profits were distributed in the form 
of bonuses to executives.

There on Liberation 
of West Ukraine 


Thousands of workers who were 
thrilled by Moissaye J. Olgin's last 
speech in Madison Square Garden 
on November 13, will gather again 
in the same arena Monday evening 
to pay tribute to the man and his 
work. 


Earl Browder, General Secretary 
of the Communist Party, will head 
the list of notable speakers who will 
evaluate Olgin’s brilliant contribu- 
tion to the working class movement 
and analyze the great tasks still to 
be carried out. 

Many will come to the Garden 
with Olgin’s last words ringing in 
their memory. Then, 22,000 people 
rose to their feet when the slight, 
wasted figure of the revolutionary 
advanced to the speakers stand on 
the occasion of the 22nd anniver- 
sary of the Soviet Union.

The “New Dealer,” which made 
its own investigation, scotched the 
cooked-up story that the vandal- 
ism engaged in that night was the 
work of a group of indignant Finns 
against “radical” Finns. Officials 
of the Finnish Federation in Aber- 
deen, the New Dealer recorded, 
were vehement in denying any par- 
ticipation in the destruction of the 
Finnish Federation's property. 

The New Dealer's story instead 
reveals that the actual mob was 
obviously made up of 200 to 300 
local Nlux“ types, operating under 
the consciously blind eye of the 
local police. The following descfip- 
tion of the fascist melee is lifted 
from the story in the Washington 
New Dealer: 

Mr. A. Ulho, caretaker of the 
building, says that he went to bed 
about 8 P. M. Saturday night, and 
was awakened sometime thereafter 


through windows. He dressed hur- 
riedly and went out the back way. 
There he was stopped by a person 
whom he identified as Detective 
Smith of the Aberdeen police de- 
partment. The detective searched 
|Ulho for weapons and let him go. 
| REFUSE PROTECTION 


“After leaving the building, Ulho 
Says he proceeded to the Aberdeen 
police station where he appealed 


— protection for the property. He 

was told that no officers were 
needed. He insisted and a prowl 
car was supposedly sent to the club- 
| house. The officers reported all 
quite. 

“During this time, even the Aber- 
deen World admits that a mob of 
from ‘200 to 400 persons” entered 
| the building and spent more than 
two hours systematically wrecking 
it. The vandals made a large bon 
fire in the street outside with music, 
pictures and other furnishings. 
Persons in the crowd hurled rocks 
through every window as photo- 
| graphs show. Police, however, say 
that although prowl cars went by 
at frequent intervals the officers 
saw ‘nothing unusual.’ 

“The vandals proceeded to smash 
every chair and bench in the large 
auditorium. The stage and all of 

2 egulpment was thoroughly 


wrecked. A plano was smashed. 
The floors of the hard wood dance 
floor were ripped out and gouged. 
An attempt was made to burn the 
building, but it was either put out, 
as some claim, or was put out by 
water which flooded the building 
when the plumbing was wrecked 
(which is more likely). On Monday 
it was apparent that attempts had 
been made to eliminate all traces 
of the fire. This may be due to 
the fact that attempted arson is a 
more serious offense than malicious 
destruction of property which is the 
official charge against asserted mob 
members who are now under ar- 
rest. An attempt was also made to 
saw through supports in the main 
auditorium. 


RADIO STOLEN 


“Every room in the large frame 
building was ransacked. Books 
were torn and burned. A large mu- 
sical library, compiled by the fed- 
eration over a period of years, was 
ruined. The kitchen was smashed 
and all equipment and dishes 
hurled through the windows. 

Telephone equipment was torn 
out, a drinking fountain smashed 
and a radio removed from the hall. 
The radio was apparently stolen by 


the vandals as no trace of it as 
found. Plumbing fixtures were torn 
out and the broken water pipes 
flooded the building. 

“The Aberdeen World says the 
building was broken into shortly 
after 9 P. M. The wreckers spent 
more than two hours inside. At 
midnight, Chief Dean says, he re- 
ceived a ‘report’ that the hall was 
being wrecked and sent officers 
The officers said very significantly 
that when they arrived ‘it was all 
over.“ On Monday the chief said 
he would be glad to investigate if 
a forma] complaint was made.”

Finds a New May 


© The people are beginning to see through 
the Dies Committee, what with all its lies 
and irresponsible smearing of everything 
decent and progressive. The Federal Depart- 
ment of Justice, therefore, finds it neces- 
sary to use some other tactic in its under- 
handed campaign against the Bill of Rights 
—a tactic designed to avoid the condemna- 
tion that has met the Dies outfit. 


This is where Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt comes in. She has found a new way. 
Trying hard to hold on to those labor and 


liberal forces which the New Deal has prac- 
tically abandoned, she has made several at- 
tacks upon the Dies Committee. She has 
even reminded it of the Bill of Rights. 


But is that because the Administration 
is at odds with the Dies Committee? Not 
on your life. What is the main song of the 
Dies gang? First, that the Communists are 
“foreign agents,” and that everyone who op- 
poses the un-American Dies Committee, or 
who wants to keep this country out of war 
is either a “foreign agent” or under the in- 
fluence of one. And to give his subversive 
activities the color of Americanism, Dies 
says he believes in the Bill of Rights—that 
is, for everyone except the Communists. 


The fundamental policy of the Adminis- 
tration, and its unofficial spokesman, Mrs. 
Roosevelt, is the same. Attorney General 
Murphy, in fact, is carrying out the orders 
of the Dies gang with his flimsy passport 
pretexts, his energetic peddling of the con- 
temptible “foreign agent” scare throughout 
the country. In words, the administration 
and Mrs. Roosevelt are for the Bill of Rights 
for everyone, except the Communists. 


Mrs. Roosevelt has it down to a science. 
She manages to “defend” such progressive 
organizations as the American Youth Con- 
gress and to slap the Dies Committee, and at 
the same time rail against Communists as 
“foreign agents.” The real significance of this 
is that it is plain red-baiting. In other words: 
“Get rid of the Communists and the pro- 
gressives will be saved.” This is an attempt 
to split the progressive organizations, weak- 
en them and chain them to the Administra- 
tion’s war program. 

If the Administration can outlaw the 
Communists, it only makes it easier to at- 
tack all other labor and progressive forces. 


As the 62 prominent Americans declared 
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yesterday in their statesmanlike call to the 
defense of civil liberties: 


“We have before us the example of many 
European countries where suppression of the 
Communist Party was but the beginning, fol- 
lowed by a campaign against trade unions, 
culiural groups, Jews, Catholics, Masons, 
and ending with the destruction of all free- 
dom.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt is playing a very sinister 
and crafty game. She seeks to drug the 
American people before the insidious “foreign 
agent” drive of the Department of Justice 
—a drive which is itself an attack on the 
Bill of Rights and against which attack Mrs. 
Roosevelt is completely silent. As important 
as it is, it is not enough to utter words 
against the Dies Committee. The real test is 
to fight the actions of the Department of 
Justice which are Dies-inspired. 


The refined“ methods of Mrs. Roose- 


velt against the Communists is to disarm the 


entire people and to make it easier for the 
Administration to sneak America into war. 


The ‘New Leader’ Embraces 
A New Ally—Italian Fascism 


Have you noticed that a new kind of 
glamour treatment for Fascist Italy is 
creeping into the press?

about “the democracies” defending liberty. 
But the London, Paris and Wall Street in- 
trigues are aiming to include Italian fascism 
as the newest “defender of democracy.”

Mr. Willi Schlamm, whose writings in the 


New Leader would probably make a British 


general blush for their bloodthirstiness, 
sounds the new note. He writes: 
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A don't prefer Stalin to Mussolini. If the 


democracies were right in accepting, 
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even begging for Russia's aid, then I cannot 
see why they will be wrong when and if they 
accept Italy’s possible military action 
against the Soviet Union and Germany.” 
(New Leader, Dec. 9.) 


What a mixture of falsehood and treach- 
erous malice this is! The reader will notice 
the deliberate falsehood regarding London’s 
“begging for Russia's aid” during the Ber- 
lin-Rome-Tokio aggressions from 1933 to 
1939. The whole world knows that this a lie, 
that the Soviet Union's proposals for joint 
action to halt the aggressor was cold-blood- 
edly spiked by the London-Paris policy of 
“appeasement.” 


But this lie has a purpose. Schlamm 
gives it to us. He pretends that the Soviet 
proposals to London and Paris were for ag- 
gression instead of joint action to halt ag- 
gression. By this sophistry, he proceeds to 
apologize in advance for the brewing London 
deal with Fascist Italy for aggression 
against the Soviet Union. In fact, he prefers 
the Fascist to the leader of the Socialist 
state. Just as the German Socialist Party in 
1933 preferred “anything to Bolshevism,” 
even Hitlerism. Just as they prefer today to 
grovel before the generals of the British and 
French empires kissing their boots as “sa- 
viours of democracy.” 


P. S. The latest issue of the American 
Federationist, edited by William Green, pres- 
ident of the A. F. of L., contains an article on 
the blessings which Italian fascism bestows 
on the workers in Italy. 

What does it all mean? Is it so hard to 
guess? 

The word has gone out. Italian fascism is 
needed in the anti-Soviet war front. The pup- 
pets of Big Capital hasten to oblige with 
glamour treatment for the murderers of 
Ethiopia and Spain. 


An Insult to the 
American People 


» At any time at all, the showing of the 
film “Gone With the Wind” would be a vi- 
cious un-American slander against the 
Negro people. 

But at this particular moment—with the 
present war hysteria against civil liberties 
and Negro rights—it is particularly danger- 
ous. The picture has just opened in Holly- 
wood, and it is sufficient for decent Ameri- 
cans to know that its publicity campaign is 
apparently being led by the yellow Hearst 
press 

Just like the book of the same name, 
the picture glorifies the reactionary slave- 
owners who tried to tear asunder the nation 
and keep the Negro people in slavery. It is 
an inflammatory attack upon American de- 
mocracy. One Hearst story says of the pic- 
ture, “It’s a long way from ‘The Birth of 
a Nation’ to Gone With the Wind’ —mean- 
ing the racial hatred of the former has been 
streamlined on a more grandiose scale. 


It speaks further of the tremendous part 
given to the happy “old Negro mammy”—a 
vile insult to the Negro people, and an at- 
tempt to portray them as contented with 
the barbarism of slavery. It is an attempt to 
conceal the great revolts of the enslaved Ne- 
groes and the battles for freedom they put 
up, even in the Civil War—battles which 
were drowned in their own blood by the 
slaveowners. 


The indignation of the Negro people— 
and democratic white Americans—have vir- 
tually driven the “Birth of a Nation” from 
the screen. More than ever, that same in- 
dignation is needed against its modernized 
successor, “Gone With the Wind.” 


Not Too Many—But 


Too Few 


© President Frederick P. Kepple of the 
Carnegie Foundation of New York, made a 
report the other day in which he stated that 
the creation of academic degrees “has in- 
creased to a preposterous point in the 
United States.” This statement has been 
hailed and eagerly seized upon by the reac- 
tionaries who see it as a weapon to bludgeon 
the fight for increased educational facilities. 


As a matter of fact the number of Amer- 
icans who possess academic degrees is not 
too many—but far too little. Even the 
American Youth Commisssion (with its re- 
actionary Wall Street plan for the young 
generation) admits that 64,000,000 of the 
population are not high school graduates and 
that ONLY 2,000,000 ARE COLLEGE 
GRADUATES. Of 75,000,000 adults some 
36,000,000 haven't completed elementary 
school, and only half that number went as 
far as fourth grade. Three million are total- 
ly illiterate. This situation is a danger to de- 
mocracy itself. 


“All too often,” President Kepple adds, 
“a degree as such may mean literally 
nothing.” Very true. This is apparent from 
numerous mountebanks and “experts” with 
degrees that are bought and paid for by the 
Wall Street reactionaries. This is an indict- 
ment of Wall Street and its “educated” per- 
formers rather than of the few Americans 
who have gotten degrees—or the vast ma- 
jority of American youth who want them 
and are kept from getting them by the re- 
actionary “economy” hounds. Democracy de- 
pends upon the opening up of every type of 
education—from the lowest to the highest— 
to the common people of the country.

The first ten amendments to the Constitution, 
known as the Bill of Rights, were adopted on 
December 15, 1791, when Virginia became the 
tenth state to ratify the amendments. The tert 
of the Bill of Rights follows: 


ARTICLE I 


Congress shall make no law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech or of 
the press; or the right of the people peaceably to 

“assemble and to petition the government for a re- 
dress of grievances. 
ARTICLE II 

A well-regulated militia being necessary to the 
security of a Free State, the right of the people 
to keep and bear arms shall not be infringed. 

ARTICLE III 
No soldier shall, in time of *peace, be quartered 
in any house without the consent of the owner, 
nor in time of war but in a manner to be prescribed 
by law. 

ARTICLE IV 

The right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers. and effects, against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, shall not be vio- 
lated, and no warrants shall issue but upon probable 
cause, supported by oath or affirmaticn, and par- 
ticularly describing the place to be searched, and 
the persons or things to be seized. 

ARTICLE V 


No person shall be held to-answer for a capital 
or other infamous crime unless on a presentment 
or indictment of a grand jury, except in cases 
arising in the land or naval forces, cr in the militia, 
when in actual service, in time of war or public 
danger; nor shall any person be subject for the 
same offense to be twice put in jeopardy of life

There will be a lot of clever hypocrites 
who will place their hands on their 
starched bosoms and praise the Bill of 
Rights. 

They will purr soothingly and say that 
they are for the Bill of Rights for all 
Americans except the Communist Amer- 
icans. That too is an old trick of the ene- 
mies of the Bill of Rights. They tried it 
on Jefferson and Madison by saying “Bill 
of Rights for everybody except foreign- 
born.” Madison called this a “monstrous 
doctrine.” 

They tried it on Abraham Lincoln by 
saying— The Bill of Rights for everyone, 
except the Negro people.” And “Old Abe“ 
gave them an immortal answer in his 
crushing reply to Judge Douglas. We 
haven’t got the exact text handy; but it 
went very much like this: 

“You say, Constitutional rights for 
everybody. except the Negro. But why 
stop with the Negro? Once vou start say- 
ing ‘except,’ where ‘can you stop? Why 
not say ‘except those who have red hair’? 
Or ‘execpt those whe are Baptists, or 


Quakers,’ or anything you don’t happen to 


like?” 
This is the democratic Americanism 
which the war-mongers are now tramping 
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or limb; nor shall be compelled in any criminal 
case to be witness against himself, nor be deprived 
of life, liberty, or property, without due process 
of law; nor shall private property be taken for 
public use without just compensation. 


ARTICLE VI 


In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall 
enjoy the right to a speedy and public trial, by an 
impartial jury of the State and district wherein 
the crime shall have been committed, which dis- 
trict shall have been previously ascertained by law, 
and to be informed of the nature and cause of the 
accusation; to be confronted with the witnesses 
against him; to have compulsory process for ob- 
taining witnesses in his favor, and to have the 


assistance of counsel for his defense. 


ARTICLE VII 
In suits at common law, where the value in 
controversy shall exceed twenty dollars, the right 
of trial by jury shall be preserved, and no fact 
tried by a jury shall be otherwise re-examined in 
any court of the United States than according to 
the rules of the common law. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Excessive bail shall not be required, nor exces- 
sive fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual punish- 
ments inflicted. 

ARTICLE IX 


The enumeration in the Constitution of certain 
rights shall not be construed to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people. 

ARTICLE X 
The powers not delegated to the United States 


dy the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the 


States, are reserved to the States respectively, or 
to the people.

War Situation

Question—Why didn't the Soviet Government ac- 


cept President Roosevelt's proposal to use his “good 
offices” for bringing about a peaceful settlement of the 


increased, not lessened, the difficulties between the 
Soviet and White Guard Finnish Governments. The 
effect of his interference was to stimulate White Guard 
Finrish resistance and to put obstructions in the way 
of a peaceful settlement of the controversy. Both of 
the governments directly involved understood Roose- 
velt's proposal for what it actually was; a signal to the 
White Guards that they had powerful American and 
English backing and should resist. And both govern- 
ments reacted accordingly—the White Guard Finns by 
adopting a still more intransigent attitude toward the 
Soviet demands, and the U. S. S. R. by rejecting Roose- 
velt's proposal. 

American imperialism, like British imperialism, is 
vitally interested in retaining Finland as a heavily 
armed fortress whose guns are pointed against tne 
Soviet Union. The U. S. 8. R. understands this quite 
well, and so do the White Guard Finns. Who, then, 
could expect that Roosevelt, as a mediator, would have 
helped secure Leningrad’s safety? For the Soviet 
Government to have placed the decision of the vital 
controversy in the hands of President Roosevelt would 
have been about as unintelligent as for workers striking 
against a company to give their cause over to a mem- 
ber of the same firm to settle. 

George Bernard Shaw was right in his recent state- 
ment, bravely uttered in the face of the great world 
storm of red-baiting for Finland, when he pointed out 
that the White Guard Finnish Government should 
have accepted the Soviet Government's proposals, and 
that if it did not the British Government bears a heavy 
responsibility for encouraging Finnish resistance. The 
American Government, also, for the same reason, has 
a large share of blame for provoking the present hos- 
tilities. Its actions lent support to the war policy of 
the British to utilize Finland as a means of drawing 
the neutral countries into the imperialist war and 
lining them up against the Soviet Union.

Question— Did not the U. S. S. K. become an aggres- 
sor by sending its armed forces into Finland? 

Answer—It did not. The stigma of aggressor rests 
upon White Guard Finland and the British and Amer- 
ican governments, who are responsible for the present 
conflict. 

For almost 20 years the heavily armed Finnish forts, 
supported by British, German and American influence 
and funds, have menaced the safety of the great city 
of Leningrad, gateway to the Soviet Union. It has 
been a permanent aggression. All through this period 
the Soviet Government put up with this threat to its 
security, but with the outbreak of the European war it 
became absolutely imperative that Leningrad be prop- 
erly safeguarded from probable attack. Hence the 
Soviet Government made its proposals to Finland to 
cede three or four small islands as naval bases and for 
moving back the Karelian Isthmus border a few miles, 
fcr which concessions Finland was to receive lerge land 
and money payments. 

For Finland to have agreed to the Soviet's necessary 
demands would have in no way infringed upon the 
national safety and independence of that country, and 
it would have established peace in the Baltic area. But 
British and American imperialism (not to mention 
French and Italian imperialism) could not tolerate 
giving up their strategic threat to Leningrad, nor dic 
they want peace between Finland and the U. S. S. R. 
So, upon their prodding (this is what President Roose- 
velt's interference amounts to), the pliable and reac- 
tionary Finnish government assumed an unyielding 
attitude toward the Soviet’s moderate proposals. It 
made ready for war; it issued prévocative statements; 
mobilized its army; evacuated its cities; united its 
Scandinavian neighbors into an anti-Sovict bloc; 
deluged the world with denunciations of the Soviet 
Government, and wound up by attacking Red Army 
detachments on the border. In such a situation, in 
the face of this organized and persistent policy of ag- 
gression on the part of the Finnish government and 
its big imperialist inciters, the Soviet Union, in self- 
defense, could do nothing else but take armed action. 
Its agreement with the Finnish People’s Democratic 
Government demonstrates that it respects the full 
national independence of Finland.
